BEN. SPENCE .ADDRESSED 
LARGE AUDIENCE 


Rev. Ben. Spence addressed a large 
audience in St. Andrew’s Church on 
Tuesday evening. Commenting upon 
the evil results which follow on the 
trail of aleoholisim, Mr. Spence quoted 
facts and figures showing the in- 
crease of crime in all its varied forms, 
which has kept pace with the increase 
of liquor consumption both in Alberta 
and throughout Canada. As 53 p.c. of 
the liquor consumed is in the form 
of beer and as far the major portion 
of this beer is sold through the beer 
parlors, from which the government 
receives a revenue of only 6c. on ev- 
ery dollar, M. Spence points out the 
intolerable situation of trying to keep 
both beer parlors and Government 
stores. Mr. Spence has been in 
journalistic work in Washington for 
the last two and a half yea~: and 
was also a member of the Nat/onal 
Pness Club there, and has been in a 
position to observe conditions in the 
United States. Commenting upon 
‘he situation there, he feels that had 
they the same kind of court machin- 
ery as Canada, they would be able to 
enforce their prohibitory law without 
any trouble, but under their present 
system, crimes against the liquor law 
are difficult to cope with. At the 
conclusion of his address, Mr. Spence 
answered many questions on various 
phases of the liquor problem. 

(NOTE—The Alberta Government 
receives over 12c. on every dollar ex- 
pended for beer; not 6c. as Mr. Spence 
says. 

In computing the amount of beer 
consumed in Alberta, Mr. Spence 
does not give the’75,000 tourists from 
outside any consideration. Since the 
close of the tourist season, beer 
sales in Alberta have dropped _ be- 
tween 80 and 40 per cent. 

The Breweries pay the govern- 
ments: 25c. per gal on production; a 
licence fee of $2,000 each; a malt tax 
of 3c. per }b.; a sales tax; incomg 
tax and other taxes. They also pay 
enormous taxes to the municipalities. 
The hotels of Alberta pay licence fees 
of $70,000; municipal taxes etc., run 
up around $1,000,000. 

As to Canadians being better ablé 
to enforce prohibition than the Am- 
ericans—Mr. Spence should consider 
what a hundred million dollars of

PROHIBITION IN U.S. 


Ben. Spence failed to tell his aud- 
ience the conclusion arrived at by 
the independent commission in the 
U.S. to survey the conditions in the 
States as a result of prohibition. 
This commission composed of some 


| of the strongest temperance advocat- 


es on the other side, brought in their 
findings a short time ago. It is their 
opinion that prohibition is creating 
more havoc among the ranks of the 
youth of the nation than any other 
cause. They report that the boot- 
leggers have become so powerful that 
they dominate the judges and police 
officials of the country. They esti- 
mate that New York’s liquor bill is 
over a billion dollars a year, and 
that Chicago is about the same. They 
point to the fact that the head of 


the liquor ring in New York has an 
that city of over thirty 
millions a year. Capone, the Cnhi- 
cugo bootlegger boasts that he has 
the right to peddle liquor in sixteen 
states without molestation from the 
police, and that he dominates the 
the voting power of those states The 
commission also find that prohibition 
as now instituted over there cannot 
be repealed by the decent temperance 
people, as bootleggers have allied 
themselves with the prohibition ele- 
ment and can carry the country. So 
long as the bootleggers can make 
the prodigious fortunes oul of liquor, 
prohibition will be forced on the 
States.
